MOTOR VEHICLES
During 1038, the total number 

of persons killed or injured In 
automobile accidents was great­ 
er than the combined casualties 
suffered by the American army 
during the World war. This 
serious situation has not gone 
unchallenged by our lawmakers. 
In an effort to discourage the; 
reckless use of the automobile, 
and also to provide some means 
of redress for the Innocent vic­ 
tim, the OWNER of n motor ve­ 
hicle - is hold responsible for 
damage which has been caused 
by the manner of operation of 
that vehicle even though the 
owner had no part In the opera­ 
tion of the car.

To hold the. owner liable for 
damage d»nfl while some person 
other than the owner was oper­ 
ating the vehicle, the plaintiff 
must show:

1. Driver's Responsibility: If 
the driver was not responsible 
for the collision, then the owner 
>f thc^car may not be held. 
Thus, if botli driver and owner 

sued, and the driver is ex-* 
 ated, there can be no ver­ 

dict against the owner, alone.
